Ashville M an Retires 
After 64 Medical Years

People in Ashville will have to 
reevaluate their medical 
customs 
after last week’s retirement of a 
dedicated doctor. 
Dr. Ralph S. Hosier, of 154 E. Main 
St., gave up his practice Wednesday, 
after 59 years of healing patients in 
Ashville. 
Five years before relocating in Ash­ 
ville in 1917 Dr. Hosier graduated in 
medicine. He attended Starling Ohio 
Medical School, which is now a part of 
Ohio State University’s medical 
school. 
The ddoctor also has a degree in 
pharmacy, which he obtained in 1910. 
After 
graduating, 
he 
started 
residency in West Salem, then entered 
World War I. He then relocated in Ash­ 
ville where he has been ever since. 
Although he was bom and raised in 
Amanda, he considers Ashville his 
home, and will spend his retiring years 
in the town. 
Now that the doctor has time to 
relax, he said he will “pass the time 
visiting with the boys” on his farms in 
Ashville, Circleville and Amanda. 
Dr. Hosier’s father and brother were 
farmers, but he was inspired by his 
uncle to be a doctor. His uncle was 
interested and dedicated in his 
medical work, which prompted the 
doctor to follow in his footsteps. 
But, as to a successor for his large 
medical practice now, the doctor has 
found nobody. Presently, his patients 
have no regular doctor to switch over 
to.

doctor has put in his time over the 
years. 


But, from the time of delivering 
babies in the home and making house 
calls, the 87-year-old doctor has put in 
his time over the years. 
Recent generations have never 
witnessed a doctor making house calls, 
unless they were familiar with Dr. 
Hosier’s current practices. He con­ 
tinued to visit sick people in their 
homes until he broke his hip in 1975. 
That accident has been a recent 
turning point in his life. From that 
time on, he treated patients in his 
home, instead of traveling to his office 
down the street. 
He also cut down on his long hours of 
treatment. There was a time when he 
would not only work a full week, but 
include Saturdays, Sundays and 
evenings in his schedule. 
It was not uncommon to see him in 
the office a couple hours after dinner 
and on Sunday mornings. 
To conform to the majority of doc­ 
tors’ proceedures, though, he did 
manage to take off on Wednesday 
afternoons. 
Dr. Hosier said that because the 


number of patients he would see 
during 
a 
day’s 
time 
was 
“un­ 
believable", he would not disclose the 
figure. He added, “A lot of people don’t 
realize how many patients I saw.” 
Dr. Hosier has resided in the brick 
house he built when he moved to Ash­ 
ville. Since his wife died in 1962 of 
cancer, he has managed it by himself. 
He is an independent homemaker, 
and even does his own cooking. “Well, 
if I want to eat, I have to cook,” he 
states. 
His dedication to the medical 
practice is reflected in his office help. 
His two secretaries and all-around 
helpers have been with him for the 
majority of time he has been here. 
Hazel Bums, one of the all-purpose 
helpers, has been with him since he 
started. Vaundell White has been his 
secretary for 50 years. She started 
when she came out of high school. 
Dr. Hosier feels that although he 
needs a younger doctor to take over his 
practice, they don’t want to work as 
hard as older ones. He thinks the 
country practice, which also includes 
many city folks is too much for a 
younger person. 
But, as he stated, it is a good op­ 
portunity and another doctor would be 
welcomed to the community. 


PRETORIA, South Africa (AP) — 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
flew to Zambia today, and his aides 
claimed he has advanced prospects of 
black rule for Rhodesia and South- 
West Africa. 
Kissinger went to iAisaka to tell 
President Kenneth Kaunda about his 
weekend talks in Pretoria with Prime 
Ministers Ian D. Smith of Rhodesia 
and John Vorster of South Africa. 
Smith and several of his cabinet 
ministers who accompanied him to the 
South African capital flew home to 
Salisbury on Sunday after two four- 
bour sessions with Kissinger. Smith 
was to 
present 
joint 
U.S.-British 
proposals for black rule to his cabinet 
and to the caucus of his ruling 
Rhodesian Front party. 
“I’m satisfied that Mr. Smith and his 
very close collaborators will report 
favorably to their other colleagues,” 
Kissinger said. Twice before, Smith’s 
supporters have repudiated accords on 
Rhodesia’s constitutional future that 
he initialed with the British govern­ 
ment. 
The U.S.-British plan calls for a 
commitment to black majority rule 
within two years, a constitutional 
conference in Geneva, broadening of 
the Rhodesian cabinet to include black 
nationalists and a $2-billion fund to 
compensate 
whites 
who 
leave 
Rhodesia and finance development of 
the nation under black rule. The 
United States, Britain, South Africa 
and other nations would supply the 
money. 
Observers in Salisbury expressed 
belief that both Smith and Kissinger 
made 
major 
concessions. 
They 
believed that Smith for the first time 
accepted the principle of black 
majority rule. But they also believed 
that Kissinger had agreed to a tran­ 
sitional period of longer than two 
years. 
A spokesman for Kissinger reported 
that he and Vorster made “con­ 
siderable 
progress” 
in 
their 
discussions of the future of South-West 
Africa, or Namibia, as it is called by 
the United Nations. 
South African sources said Vorster 
agreed in principle for the South-West

Africa People’s Organization, or 
SWAPO, to join negotiations to 
arrange independence and black rule 
for the territory which South Africa 
has controlled since World War I. 
SWAPO is recognized by the United 
Nations as the representative of the 
black majority in the territory, but 
South Africa refused to negotiate with 


it, and SWAPO has been fighting a 
guerrilla war for independence.

Kaunda, 
Kissinger planned to fly on to Dar es 
Salaam to tell President Julius 
Nyerere about his talks in Pretoria. 
Kaunda and Nyerere are two of the 
five black African presidents in the 
forefront of the movement to end white 


rule in southern Africa, the others 
being 
Agostinho 
Neto of Angola, 
Samora Machel of Mozambique and 
Sir Seretse Kb ama of Botswana. 
Kaunda and Nyerere have said they 
will not settle for less than black nile 
for Rhodesia by 1978 and for early 
Namibian 
statehood 
under 
the 
leadership of SWAPO.

President Ford is polishing his prose 
for the upcoming debate, while his 
Democratic rival, Jimmy Carter, is 
reviving whistle-stop campaigning in a 
barnstorming tour of key Eastern 
states. 
Recalling memories of the late 
President Harry Truman, Carter 
boards a train in New York City today 
to whistle stop through New Yersey 
and Pennsylvania. 
Ford had a light schedule, leaving 
plenty of time to rehearse for Thur­ 
sday night’s nationally televised 
debate with Carter in Philadelphia on 
domestic issues. 
Aides said the President had the 
substance of what he wants to say 
“down pretty cold” and was con­ 
centrating on how to get his points 
across without wasting words. 
The League of Women Voters said it 
will stick to its ground rules for the 
debates, 
prohibiting 
television 
cam eras 
from 
focusing on the 
audience, unless both Ford and Carter 
agreed to a change. 


The television networks 
have 
protested the restrictions, particularly 
Richard Salant, the president of CBS 
News, who said in telegrams to Ford 
and Carter that barring TV from 
showing audience reaction would

Robber Hits 
Drive-Thru 


Circleville Police are continuing 
their investigation today into an armed 
robbery that took place Sunday night 
at 11:14 p.m. at the Drive Thru at 475 
E. Main St. 
Mary Beekman, an employee at the 
Drive Thru, told police that she was in 
the process of closing the carry-out 
when she was approached by a black 
male, 
approximately five feet, five 
inches tall, and 
weighing 
130-135 
pounds. According to the report, the 
subject was carrying a pistol, and he 
stated to Ms. Beekman, “Give me the 
money,” and she did so. He also took 
Ms. Beekman’s car keys, and had 
started to leave when he couldn’t find 
his way out of the building. Ms. Beek­ 
man showed the subject the way out, 
and then immediately called the 
police.

Two Columbus men, one shot in the 
foot by Pickaway County Deputy 
Sheriff Bill Dountz, were arrested 
after 
they 
crashed 
through 
a 
suspended ceiling at the American 
Legion Post home Sunday morning. 
Charles E. Thomas, 20, and Arnold 
Southers, 39 also known as James Long 
Jr., were charged with breaking and 
entering and grand theft. 
Thomas, who apparently ignored 
repeated orders by Deputy Dountz to 
surrender, was shot in the left foot. The 
.38 caliber slug passed cleanly through 
his foot, but he continued crawling on 
the rafters before slipping and falling 
IO feet to a table on the ground floor. 
Thomas suffered back injuries in the 
fall and is currently being treated at 
Riverside Hospital, Columbus. 
Southers, who also attempted to 
escape from the deputy, fell about five 
feet through the ceiling but was not 
hurt. 
Deputies recovered $267.86 worth of 
merchandise from the American 
Legion post. Items included change 
from vending machines, money in the 
cash register, 217 packages of 
cigarettes, a quantity of snack foods, 
17 frozen steaks, 24 meat patties, and 
six packages of processed cheese. 
In addition, Sheriff Dwight Radcliff 
estimates $500 damage to the Legion 
building and its contents. 
The incident began 3:55 a.m. Sunday 
when Deputy Sheriff William Carmean 
spotted Southers’ car parked on the 
access road which leads to the old 
Sewer Treatment Plant off Route 23. 
He checked the area for the owner, 
and discovered a vent from the west 
side of the Legion building had been 
removed. Deputy Carmean could also 
hear sounds of the men from the vent 
opening. 
South Bloomfield Deputy Marshall 
Harold Hopkins, in the area for 
gasoline, assisted the deputy in wat­ 
ching the building until Sheriff Rad­ 
cliff and an army of officers arrived to 
surround the building. 
Officers on the scene were Deputies 
Dountz, Nick Franklin, Jim Dixon, 
Don Hamilton, and Tim Hasselbring. 
The suspects ignored an order by 
Sheriff Radcliff to surrender and leave 
the building. With the building 
surrounded, Deputies Dountz and 
Dixon used a ladder to reach a vent 
near the top portion of the building on 
the west side. 
Using a flashlight, Dountz spotted 
Thomas and ordered him to halt. 
However, the Columbus man con­ 
tinued to crawl in the insulation and 
was shot from a distance of about 20 
feet. 


Thomas continued to crawl, until he 
lost his balance on a rafter and 
crashed through the false ceiling to a 
table on the main floor. 
Dountz and Dixon spotted Southers 
at the extreme east end of the building, 
and he too ignored their orders to halt. 
He apparently 
became frightened 
when Deputy Dountz cocked a shotgun 
he was carrying and fell through the 
ceiling onto the floor. 
Southers has a long criminal record, 
according to Sheriff Radcliff. He has 
been in and out of penal institutions 
since 1954 and is currently free en bond 
on charges of tampering with a coin 
device and possession of burglary tools 
in the Columbus area. 
There have been 20 burglaries at the 
American Legion building since 1965, 
according to Sheriff Radcliff, and 
deputies have nabbed the culprits 
responsible in each case. The last four 
times, the robbers had weapons. 
Deputies are not certain if the two 
Columbus men were armed. They plan 
to make an extensive search for guns 
in the building’s insulation today.

The Dow Jones average of 30 in­ 
dustrial stocks climbed nearly 3 points 
in the early going, moving once again 
to the threshold of the 1,000 level. 
Gainers took a 5-2 lead over losers 
among New York Stock Exchange- 
listed issues. 
Trading remained heavy, with the 
consolidated ticker tape reporting 
trades in NYSE issues running five 
minutes late. Friday’s session was the 
busiest in nearly six months. 
Brokers reported a widespread 
belief that the Federal Reserve might 
be moving to ease up a bit on credit, 
fostering lower interest rates. 
That feeling got some support this 
morning when New York’s Morgan 
Guaranty Trust and the First National 
Bank of Chicago reduced their prime 
lending rates from 7 to 6^4 per cent. 
Today’s early prices included 
Westinghouse, unchanged at 184; 
Philip Morris, up Va at 61, and Atlantic 
Richfield, down v4 at 544. 
On Friday the Dow Jones industrial 
average climbed 7.15 to 995.10 to ex­ 
tend its gain for the past three sessions 
to 16.46 points. 
Advances outnumbered declines by 
a 2-1 margin among NYSE-listed 
issues, and the exchange’s composite 
index added .48 to 56.69. 
Big Board volume reached 28.27 
million shares, the heaviest total since 
a 32.61 millionshare day on March 24. 
At the American Stock Exchange, 
the market value index was up .56 at 
103.38.

Little, a 55-year-old restaurant and 
marina owner, was fined $25 by a 
municipal court judge last June for 
violating a local ordinance that 
prohibits residents of this southeastern 
Virginia resort city’s commercial 
district from keeping farm animals.

Little told the half-dozen customers 
drinking beer at the small bar in his 
restaurant that he had Sweet Lips 
inoculated by a Richmond pediatrician 
because “we don’t want nobody going 
to court and saying Sweet Lips gave 
them the flu.” 
Little said a doctor gave the 74- 
month-old pig the shot in its right ham. 
He pointed to a small spot of mer­ 
curochrome on Sweet Lip’s right hip. 
“He squealed some” when the 
needle went In, Little said. “I almost 
cried.” 
As Little recalled the painful in­ 
cident, the pig rose to its feet where it 
had been resting under the shade of a 
small tree near the restaurant. Sweet 
Lips grunted. 
“I’m sorry I mentioned it, darling,” 
Little shouted over to Sweet Lips. He 
walked over and kissed the pig, saying, 
“It’s okay now. Don’t you worry about 
a thing. Everything’s going to be all 
right.” 
Sweet Lips borrowed back down into 
the cool sand. 
Little said a court fight to keep a pig 
“may sound like a lot of hog wash” to 
some people, but it’s a matter of 
principle. 
“And the principle is this,” he said. 
“People in this area can keep dogs and 
cats and whatever that run loose and 
do all kinds of dirty things, but they 
won’t let me keep a pig that I give 
three baths a week and sprinkle with 
cologne.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Gov. 
James A. Rhodes canceled a proposed 
12 per cent cut in welfare payments 
Sunday, but imposed an additional 1.5 
per cent across-the-board spending cut 
for state agencies. 
State law gives Rhodes the authority 
to order reductions in spending without 
the legislature’s approval when he be­ 
lieves the state will be spending more 
than it is receiving. 
“Neither is desirable,” Rhodes said 
in a statement, “but the (General) 
assembly 
has 
forced 
this 
ad­ 
ministration into cutting. An across- 
the-board cut is better, because it 
prevents the poor and helpless from 
having to bear the full weight of the 
assembly majority’s (Democrats) 
callous half solution.” 
Rhodes charged majority Ohio 
legislators with making more persons 
eligible for Medicaid without providing 
extra funds. 
Lawmakers voted late last week to 
pump an additional $160 million into 
the state’s Medicaid program with 
some of the money coming from 
federal sources. The bill would have 
provided $50 million dollars of the 
additional funds from savings in what 
Democrats said is a waste-riddled 
welfare department. 
On Saturday, the governor called the 
$160 Medicaid appropriation a “cruel 
and tragic hoax to play on the bed­ 
fast...deprived senior citizens and 
others.” 
“Once again, I will be forced to do 
the General Assembly’s job of 
balancing the budget,” Rhodes said 
Saturday. 
Assistant welfare director Raymond 
McKenna indicated last week he 
thought the welfare bill still fell short 
of needs. 
Democrat leaders of the General 
Assembly, who adjourned early 
Saturday until after the Nov. 2 general 
election, could not be reached for 
comment.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Sponsors 
predict their bill to increase the pay of 
sheriffs, commissioners, prosecutors, 
and other county officials throughout 
Ohio will be approved when the 
legislature returns for a brief session 
after the November election. 
Rep. Frederick H. Deering, D-84 
Monroeville, the chief sponsor, said 
the bill apparently was too sensitive 
politically—with the elections ap­ 
proaching—to make it through the 
four-day session ended Friday. 
His bill was left in a Senate-House 
conference committee which hung up 
on House insistence that it contain 
automatic cost-of-living increases, of 
$750-$1,000, annually starting in 1978 
and continuing through 1984. 
The one time increases would 
average 34 per cent, but would be the 
county officials’ first in four years and 
their last for four more years if the 
annual increments are not included. 
Public officials in Ohio can’t receive 
raises voted during their terms, but 
could qualify for the increments if they 
became a part of state law before new 
terms start in January, it was ex­ 
plained.

Most psychotherapists will agree 
with you that the substructure of 
responsible 
adulthood 
lies 
in 
calculated discipline. This does not 
mean a rigid, unyielding, painfully 
compulsive attitude towards children. 
In fact, the establishment of limits and 
discipline can be fruitful and happy 
experiences for children and their 
parents. 
The following story is charming 
evidence of the needs of children for 
limits and the protection that ac­ 
companies it. 
A five-year-old said to her mother, 
“Mommy, I want to run away from 
home.” The mother, with great 
psychological understanding said,

Metric System Set 
For Liquor Stores 
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COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
metric system is about to invade state 
stores and the new sizes and varying 
prices could prove a sobering ex­ 
perience for some shoppers. 
Beginning Nov. I, Ohioans can ex­ 
pect to find liters of scotch, 750 
milliliters of bourbon 
and 
500 
milliliters of gin in the state-operated 
liquor stores. 
For a time, many stores will 
probably stock both the traditional 
U.S. sizes and metric bottles as in­ 
ventories are switched over according 
to Clifford E. Reich, director of the 
Department of Liquor Control. 
But there will be no turning back. 
The federal Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms has ordered 
that all bottles must be of metric scale 
by Jan. I, 1980.

CLEVELAND (AP) — Rosalynn 
Carter says she is confident her 
husband, Jimmy, will win the 
presidency and she is looking ahead to 
what she will do in Washington. 
In an interview here while on a 
campaign visit Friday, Mrs. Carter 
said that as First Lady she would 
spend much of her time on projects 
such as promoting community mental 
health centers. 
“I’ll concentrate on mental health 
first,” she said. “I’m also very con­ 
cerned about the elderly and day care 
centers.” 
Mrs. Carter, 49, took a keen interest 
in mental health when her husband 
was governor of Georgia. She says she 
thinks much work is needed in that 
field to find causes and remove the 
stigma of mental illness.

Cleveland and two in Columbus. 
While most stores offer only items 
that are in demand in particular neigh­ 
borhoods, the service outlets provide 
all 640 brands, or a total of 998 items 
counting various bottle types and 
sizes. 
The program,

Columbus last May, is expected to be 
expanded in coming months. 
“We’ll be looking at the other 
metropolitan 
areas,”

department spokesman said. “We 
consider the stores successful and 
we’re going to go on with it.”

One sister and two brothers were 
expecting to share and share alike in 
the estate of an elderly widower. But 
when he died, it turned out that his will 
left everything to the sister. 
The brothers promptly challenged 
the will on grounds of mental in­ 
capacity. 
"He was past 90 when he wrote it,” 
they pointed out in a court hearing. 
‘ That’s just too old for such an im­ 
portant document.” 
However, the court upheld the will. 
"Age alone." said the judge, ‘‘does 
not imply incapacity. Galileo the 
astronomer, Bancroft the historian, 
Goethe the 
poet, 
Lam arck 
the 
naturalist, 
Verdi 
the 
com poser 
produced masterpieces in their later 
seventies and early eighties." 
In fact, wills written at the age of 90 
and IOO have also been found valid. In 
one case the court accepted a will 
written by a man who was blind, 
feeble, forgetful, and 101 years old. 
Why this tolerance for the wills of the 
elderly? For one thing, the law prefers 
to uphold any will whenever it can, 
since there can be no "second chance" 
to write a better one. 
And another court had this ex­ 
planation : 
” (E ixtreme old age ceases to excite 
interest and is apt to be neglected. The 
control which the law still gives to a 
man over the disposal of his property 
is one of the most efficient means he 
has in protracted life to command the 
attention due to his infirmities.” 
But when old age is coupled with 
other handicaps, they may add up to 
incapacity. Thus, the will of a widow 
was rejected when it appeared that she 
I) had been 86 when she made it; 2) 
had been unable to recognize her 
family or friends; and 3) had to be 
cared for like a baby. 
The court said the piece of paper she 
had signed simply wasn’t her con­ 
scious "will’’ at all.

Counties Receive 
State Paym ents 


Ohio's personal income tax produced 
$495,092,101.59 for the state treasury in 
1975, 
State Auditor Thomas E. 
Ferguson reported today. 
During the same period, the state 
returned $781,929,552.35 to its 88 
counties in major tax allocations 
necessary to comply with the con­ 
stitutional mandate that one-half of 
income tax collections be returned to 
local tax sources. 
The 
amount 
returned to the counties in 1975 was 322 
per cent more than required by the 
constitution. 
Section 5747.03 of the Ohio Revised 
Code designated the property tax 
rollback, homestead exemption and 
school foundation subsidies as those 
distributions necessary to meet the 
requirement of Article 12, Section 9 of 
the Ohio Constitution. 
If the total of those distributions to a 
county had been less than one-half of 
the income tax collections within that 
county, the state would have had to 
make up the difference, Ferguson 
said. However, the combined total of 
the three distributions exceeded the 
required return for each county. 
In 1975 the state distributed a total of 
$584,727,213.25 in school foundation 
subsidy payments, $161,125,396.01 in 
property tax rollback reimbursements 
and $36,076,943.09 in hom estead 
exemption reimbursements. 
Pickaway County received a total of 
$2,728,717.21 for the combined three 
payments, while the 50 per cent of their 
state income tax collection amounted 
to $766,445.52.

Industrial accident rates have 
plummeted for a number of firms 
which award prizes to employes who 
don’t hurt themselves. Some safety 
experts say the win-something-for- 
nothing drive is more powerful than 
the instinct for self-preservation. 
The National Safety Council says 
about 10,000 of its 15,000 industrial 
members use safety programs that 
rely on the American worker’s sense of 
competition to cut down on-the-job 
injuries. 
Jack Recht, head of the council’s 
statistic division, says these plans — 
called incentive programs — are good 
ones because it is necessary, “to con­ 
tinually motivate people to observe 
safety regulations.” 
The council estimates that only 
about 8 per cent of the more than two 
million Americans who were killed or 
suffered disabling injuries at work last 
year were victims of unavoidable 
accidents. The rest suffered about 
equally from unsafe equipment or 
hazardous working conditions and 
worker carelessness. 
It is the latter — the more than 
950,000 deaths or injuries that resulted 
when someone just didn’t pay attention 
or ignored safety precautions — that 
incentive programs are aimed at 
eliminating. 
Ashland Oil Co., pioneered an in­ 
dustrial safety plan based on big prize 
giveaways to employes with the best 
safety records. Tile company has had a 
50 per cent decline in accidents at its 
facilities throughout the United States 
over the past 18 months. 
In one peak period, time-lost ac­ 
cidents dropped 80 per cent and minor 
accidents, requiring on-the-scene first 
aid but no work time lost, went down 20 
per cent. 
David C. Williams, Ashland’s vice 
president for environmental affairs, 
says on-the-job safety “is mostly a 
question of attitude.” 
Williams and writer Gaylord Binder, 
who manages Ashland’s programs and 
planning section, developed the 
company’s campaign “to accept the 
challenge of taking one of the dullest 
subjects in the world — industrial 
safety — and making it interesting.” 
Binder created three major themes 
for various periods of the campaign to 
promote worker-consciousness about 
job safety. 
The first was Think Zero Week, 
preceded by a period of mysterious 
posters and handbills advising that 
something was coming but not telling 
employes what it was. By the time the 
company unveiled Think Zero Week as 
a concentrated effort to eliminate all 
accidents, employes were primed and 
eager to participate. 
The result: The goal of zero ac­ 
cidents was not achieved. But out of 
more than 25,000 employes nationwide, 
only 20 work-lost injuries were report­ 
ed during the week, a 55 per cent 


reduction from the same period the 
year before. 
Then Binder came up with the 
Olympic Thinking contest encouraging 
employes to submit poems, lymricks 
and catchy slogans about safety. A 
comparable accident rate reduction 
was achieved over a month-long 
period. 
The current, and most ambitious, 
theme is a nine-month Major League 
Safety program patterned after the all- 
American sport-baseball. 
Each of the company’s 27 divisions 
was given a “team” title — Slicks, 
Racers, 
Binders, 
Compounders, 
Stickles, to name a few — and was 
placed in either the Major league East 
or the Major League West. Each 
month, safety records are posted as 
“team percentages” of wins and losses 
— the number of accidents reported. 
The barrage of posters — which 
change from time to time and feature 
various employes dressed in baseball 
uniforms — and handbills and flyers in 
employe paychecks supplement the 
team postings. 
But the big draw in the safety 
campaign under all three themes is 
prizes. Employes win anything from 
cases of motor oil to digital clock 
radios to a brand-new station wagon or 
a trip anywhere in the world if their 
divisions post the best safety records. 
Names of employes from winning 
divisions are drawn at random to win 
prizes, so it is advantageous for em­ 
ployes to watch out for others as well 
as themselves. 
Since the new safety campaign 
began, Ashland has spent some $45,000 
on prizes, printing and mailings. It’s 
difficult to gauge claims as a result of 
the reduced injury rate, “but it does 
have 
some 
financial 
returns, 
definitely,” Williams says. 
Employes are generally enthusiastic 
about the program. 
“It’s very well publicized,” says one 
winner of a color TV set in the Think 
Zero campaign, Al Hamm, an 
assistant controller at the firm’s head­ 
quarters in Ashland, Ky. “It makes 
you very aware of safety on the job.” 
Another TV winner, Anna Horvarth, 
who works as a lab technician for 
Ashland in Akron, Ohio, says her 
coworkers are much more safety-con­ 
scious since the campaign began. 
“Now, every time someone slips or 
shuts a drawer on their hand, someone 
else says, ‘Oh, do you think we can still 
win?” she says. 
y 
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The immediate results look good, but 
there is some dispute about whether * 
incentive programs are actually 
valuable over the long-run. 
At least one psychologist says giving 
away prizes to keep employes from 
having accidents is only a short-term 
solution. Dr. Joan Guilford of Orange, 
Calif., who has done considerable re­ 
search on accidents, says incentive 
programs usually peter out after a 
while. 
The workers think someone’s trying 
to do something for them, so they 
respond by trying to do the right 
thing,” she says. 
“But after a while, when the 
newness wears off, it generally doesn’t 
work.” 
Recht, the National Safety Council 
statistician, agrees that “there is no 
nice, neat study to show why this 
method works. 
“But,” he says, “in the judgment of 
thousands of safety engineers, those 
programs are most successful, and 
that’s why so many of them use them. 
If you could explain why they work, 
you could take over the safety business 
right now.” 
Dr. Guilford and others believes that 
no amount of worker incentive is as 
valuable in longrange accident 
reduction as making sure employers 
provide safe working environments for 
their employes. 


James Foster of the Federal 
Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration, the government 
agency which sets and enforces in­ 
dustrial safety standards throughout 
the country, says there are only 1,200 
inspectors available to examine some 
five million work places for safety 
conditions. 
“We haven’t been able to inspect all 
of them once yet, and we probably 
won’t for another 25 years,” he says. 
“The equipment and facilities factor of 
industrial safety is the quickest and 
easiest for us to deal with. The people 
factor — worker motivation — is a 
much more difficult and ticklish 
problem.” 
Foster says OSHA uses the basic 
equation People plus Hazards equal 
Accidents, and incentive programs 
can be valuable "in altering the people 
half of the equation.” In that sense, he 
says, OSHA supports incentive 
programs. 


At Ashland, David Williams and 
Gaylord Binder can’t explain why 
their program works either, but, says 
Binder: “We think we’ve proven that 
people can work safely if they want 
to.”

When you’re working in the National 
Football league, that single tick of the 
scoreboard clock can seem like an 
eternity. 
Try to measure a 10th of a second ...

Baltimore defensive end 
John Dutton knows all about it after 
the Colts' 28-27 victory over Cincinnati. 
Detroit Coach Rick Forzano deals in 
minutes. He was told before Sunday’s 
game against Atlanta that his job was 
on the line. Win or else. With four 
minutes to play against Atlanta, the 
Lions were not winning. Then a rally 
that included a touchdown pass to 
linebacker Ed O’Neil on a fake field 
goal carried Detroit to a 24-10 victory. 
Elsewhere Sunday, it was: New 
England 30, Miami 14; Washington 31, 
Seattle 7; Philadelphia 20, New York 
Giants 7; Houston 13, Buffalo 3; San 
Diego 23, Tampa Bay 0; Pittsburgh 31, 
Cleveland 14; St. Louis 29, Green Bay 
0; Dallas 24, New Orleans 6; Denver 
46, New York Jets 3; Chicago 19, San

Reds Top Giants, 5-2; Need I

I^eave it to Missouri’s giantkillers to 
provide an upset just when it appeared 
as though college football’s Top 
Twenty might get through the weekend 
without one. Unfortunately for the 
sixth-ranked Tigers, those who live by 
the upset also die by the upset. 
Unranked 
before the 
season, 
Missouri not only cracked The 
Associated Press’ Top Ten but vaulted 
all the way to sixth place by trouncing 
Southern California in its opener a 
week ago. Saturday, however, the Ti­ 
gers were victimized by Illinois 31-6. If 
the Tigers remain true to form, 
second-ranked Ohio State is in for 
trouble next weekend when Missouri 
goes to Columbus, Ohio. 
“ We can’t think about the Top Ten,” 
said Illinois quarterback Kurt Steger, 
who threw touchdown passes of seven 
and 74 yards to Erick Rouse. “ I think 
that’s what Missouri did. I heard over 
the P.A. (public address) several 
times, ‘Ohio State next week,’ so they 
were thinking about them. 
‘‘Missouri was looking ahead to Ohio 
State. We weren’t looking ahead to 
Baylor. We were looking to M issouri... 
and we got them." 
But Coach Bob Blackman disagreed. 
“ This was no Missouri letdown,” he 
said. “ We put out a super effort all 
week and played our hearts out.” 
The effort included 152 rushing yards 
and two touchdowns by Jam es 
Coleman. 
While Missouri stumbled, last 
week’s upset victims rebounded in 
convincing fashion. 
Eighth-ranked Nebraska, ousted 
from the No. I spot after a tie with 
Louisiana State, bounced back and 
crushed Indiana 45-13 with Monte 
Anthony and Richard Bems each scor­ 
ing twice. 
Alabama, No. 14, recovered from a 
loss to Mississippi and trampled 
Southern Methodist 56-3 behind a 419- 
yard ground assault. ‘‘Thanks for the 
lesson,” SMU rookie Coach Ron Meyer 
told old master Bear Bryant. 
Texas, down to 19th in the wake of a 
loss to Boston College, got Earl 
Campbell back and needed every one 
of the powerful fullback’s career-high 
208 yards, including an 83-yard gallop 
that set up the winning touchdown, to 
beat stubborn North Texas State 17-14. 
Three teams which dropped from the 
ratings by losing their openers all got 
well in a hurry — Southern Cal bombed 
Oregon 53-0, Notre Dame blanked Pur­ 
due 23-0 and Florida thrashed Houston 
49-14. 
Meanwhile, top-rated Michigan 
outgained Stanford 546-314 
and 
slaughtered the Cardinals 51-0, 
seventh-ranked Penn State got nothing 
from two first-and-goal situations and 
bowed to Ohio State 12-7, and Tony 
Dorsett scored three times in third- 
ranked P itt’s 42-14 trouncing of 
Georgia Tech. 
Fourth-ranked Oklahoma prevented 
Joe Roth from throwing the bomb, 
sacked the California quarterback 
three times and whipped the Golden 
Bears 28-17. Theotis Brown scored two 
of UCLA’s four third-period touch­ 
downs as the fifth-ranked Bruins broke 
open a tight game and flattened 
Arizona 37-9. 
Sub quarterback Matt Robinson 
passed for three scores in ninth-ranked 
Georgia’s 41-0 drubbing of Clemson, 
and 225-pound sophomore Steve Atkins 
rambled for 133 yards in the first half 
and touchdown as No. IO Maryland 


downed West Virginia 24-3. 
Bruising George Woodard carried 39 
times for 177 yards and two touch­ 
downs as No. ll Texas AAM pounded 
Kansas State 34-14; field goals of 57, 53 
and 20 yards by Steve Little lifted No. 
12 Arkansas past Oklahoma State 16-10 
and Laverne Smith scored twice in the 
first period and No. 13 Kansas went on 
to trounce Kentucky 37-16. 
Carl Trimble scored on a 42-yard run 
and a 37-yard pass from Pat Lylons to 
lead No. 16 USU past Oregon State 28- 
11; No. 17 North Carolina used a 
superb defensive effort to blank North­ 
western 12-0 and the running of Reg 
Woullard and Michael Sweet paced No. 
20 Ole Miss over Tulane 34-7. 
Michigan’s margin of victory over 
Stanford was surprising since 
the 
losers had played Penn State a tough 
15-12 game one week earlier. Harlan 
Huckleby led a 531-yard rushing attack 
with 157 while the Wolverines’ defense 
handed the Cardinals their first 
shutout since 1967. 
“ Gary Moeller is my defensive 
coordinator and he did a tremendous 
job in getting the defense ready,” said 
Coach Bo Schembechler. ‘‘He’s the 
best defensive coordinator in the 
country. I ’d like to take credit for the 
victory, but I can’t. All I did was get 
mad.”

Sweden Changes Governm ent 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Congress 
faces long sessions and loaded 
calendars this week as it races to make 
its scheduled Ort. 2 adjournment date 
Congressional 
leaders 
seem 
determined to meet that target, with 
House Speaker Carl Albert claiming 
that he will keep his chamber in 
session all night if necessary. In the 
Senate, where the workload appears 
lighter. Assistant Democratic leader 
Robert C. Byrd, D-W.Va., has told 
colleagues to brace for “ long daily 
sessions.” 
But, added Byrd, “ as far as the 
Senate is concerned, we are definitely 
on course.”

President 
Ford’s 
prediction last week that Congress 
would miss its deadline by at least a 
week and his claim that he needs to 
stay in town to keep Congress from 
“ going off the deep end.” 
Both the House and Senate were to 
dispose of a number of uncontroversial 
bills today to clear the way for some 
meatier issues later in the week. 
On Tuesday, the Senate votes cai a 
House-passed bill raising the federal 
unemployment compensation tax on 
employers. Now an employer pays $21 
into a federal fund for each worker 
earning at least $4,200. The bill would 
raise that figure to $42 unto the current 
$7.7-billion deficit in the fund, caused 
by heavy unemployment, is wiped out. 
A major fight is expected over 
whether to extend unemployment 


insurance to most farm workers, as 
the House bill does. 
The Senate Finance Committee 
rejected such an approach 
Some 
members claim ed giving unem­ 
ployment benefits to migrant farm 
workers might discourage them from 
seeking other Jobs once harvests were 
in. 
On Wednesday, the House considers 
legislation to revise copyright laws. 
The changes would give greater 
protection to authors and recording 
artists. 
The same day, the Senate debates 
legislation which has been dubbed the 
“ sunset bill.” It would require all 
federal programs to be reviewed every 
five years. Those that Congress failed 
to renew would go out of existence. 
Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, DMaine, 
the prime sponsor, claim s the 
legislation is needed to keep federal 
programs and agencies from going on 
and on without ever being scrutinized 
to see if they are worthwhile. But since 
the House has not yet held hearings on 
such a measure, Senate leaders have 
voiced doubts that it can go very far 
this session. 


The House this week is also expected 
to debate legislation to tighten 
restrictions on lobbyists — a sim ilar 
bill has already passed the Senate — 
and a bill to make federal loan 
guarantees available to companies 
that build plants to convert coid into 
synthetic liquid and gaseous fuels.

Cotton Use 
Efficient, 
Data Shows 
WASHINGTON (A P) - More than 
91 per cent of the typical 500-pound 
cotton bale eventually makes it into 
the hands of household and industrial 
consumers, studies by the Economic 
Research Service have found. 
A shade less than two-thirds of the 
bale ends up being woven into fabric 
from the yams produced in the first 
stages of processing at textile m ills, 
Edward H. Glade Jr. and Anne P. 
Alderman say in their recent report. 
About 76 pounds, or 15.2 per cent, are 
used to produce knit goods, nine 
pounds go into sewing thread, about 
seven pounds is used for conversion to 
specialty yams and three pounds, less 
than I per cent, goes into carpet and 
tufting. 
Only about 44 pounds from the 
original bale is not useable, they found 
in examining 1974 information from 
the Census Bureau and the National 
Cotton Council of America. The Jute 
bagging and metal ties weigh about 20 
pounds and an additional 24 pounds of 
such waste as dust and vegetable 
matter come out of the cotton itself. 
The first stages of yam production 
crank out about 29 pounds of useable 
waste and the weaving process 
another 7 pounds, so 7.2 per cent of the 
original bale also provides materials 
for stuffing upholstery and padding in 
other products. 
The normal 332 pounds of fabric 
produced is spun off into 261 pounds of 
finished cloth, 29 pounds of unbleached 
“ gray goods” for industry and nearly 
35 pounds of fabric dyed in the yam 
stage before weaving, such as denim 
for blue jeans. 
In the end, not counting the useable 
“ waste,” 41.2 per cent of the bale 
becomes clothing, 29.6 per cent goes 
into household goods and industry uses 
13.2 per cent.
